So we entered (Medina) and thought: If we present ourselves 
before the Messenger of Allah (if), and if there is a change of repentance for us, we shall 
stay; if there is something else, we shall go away. So we sat down (waiting) for the 
Messenger of Allah (if) before the dawn prayer.

He turned to us and said: No, you are the ones 
who return to fight after wheeling away. We then approached and kissed his hand, and 
he said; I am the main body of the Muslims.

Sayyidina Safwan ibn Assal al-Muradi reported that of two Jews one said to the 
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other, "Come let us go to this Prophet that we may question him." The other said, 
"Do not call him a Prophet, for, if he hears you say Prophet he will be overjoyed.' 
So they came to him and asked him about the words of Allah the Exalted: "And 
certainly we gave Musa nine manifest signs." (17:101) 


Shu'bah was unsure if this was included: And particularly for you, 0 Jews, that you 
do not contravene (the injunctions on) the Sabbath (Saturday). So, they kissed 
his hand and his feet, saying, "We bear testimony that you are a 
Prophet. He asked. 'Then what prevents you from submitting (in Islam)?" They 
said, 'Dawood had prayed that Prophets should not cease to come in his offspring 
and we fear that if we submit the Jews will kill us.'

The Beduin did, whereupon the tree swayed and brought itself 
out, and came to the presence of the Prophet saying: "Peace be upon 
you, 0 Messenger of Allah!" The Bedouin said: "Now let it return to its 
place!" When Allah's Messenger ordered it, the tree went back. The 
Bedouin said: "let me prostrate to you!" The Messenger answered: "If 
I commanded anyone to do that, I would command the wife to 
prostrate to her husband."

Reply from Ahlus Sunnah : 

Defination of Sajda as per shariah 

first understand what Sajda means in shariah , kissing of hands or feet of 
mother is not sajda, although kissing of hands of scholars is sunnah and 
feet is mubah . 

Defination of prostration(sajda,bowing). 

It is only when 7 Bones touch the ground (as done during Sajah in 
Salah) 

Sahih Muslim Book 4 Hadith 991 

Ibn ’Abbas reported: The Apostle of Allah (may peace be upon him) 
had been commanded that he should prostrate on the seven 
(bones) and he was forbidden to fold back the hair and clothing. And in the 
narration transmitted by Abu Rabi’ (the words are):" on the seven bones and 
I was forbidden to fold back the hair and clothing". According to Abu'l- 
Rabi' (the seven bones are): The hands, the knees, and the 
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(extremities) of the feet and the forehead. 

[end quote] 

Sajda doesnt means if you bow down to pick some thing up like your shoes 
and their is a person infront of you it will come into shirk or sajda,Nor does if 
any one bows down a little infront of any one that comes into sajda as per 
shariah. Sajda according to Shariah defination is on seven bones 
, when all seven touch the ground , , i hope thats clear here what does real 
prostration means acc to shariah. If kissing Feet, Body or Hands were Sajda 
and Shirk then Every Husband can be Accused of doing such kind of Shirk 
and Sajda to his Wife each day. Please say something which makes sense .

THEM when they arrive. This is how the MAJORITY OF SCHOLARS established the 
desirability of standing. 

Al-Qadi Iyad said: This standing is not the standing which is forbidden. The 

prohibition is when one is seated while everyone else remains standing while he is 
sitting.

When is Standing Prohibited ? 

& 

Explanation of Hadiths showing prohibitation of Standing 
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There are several hadiths quoted above which prove that standing for 
Pious muslims (sahabas [ra], Ahle bait, ulemas , Scholars] is totally fine 
and a Sunnah of Prophet and Sahabas [ra] as well . There are No 
contradiction in Hadiths and hence we need to view every Hadith 
which Prohibits standing for someone in its correct Context. 

As Qadi Iyad said above , that Standing is also prohibited under few 
conditions . Although standing is not entirely forbidden, the Prophet has 
warned us not to follow the path of the kings & Fasiq o Fajir (Sinful ) leaders 
of the past who were arrogant in their demand for such signs of respect. 


Condition # 1 : When standing for someone prohibited or disliked 
Hadith says : 

Abu Umamah reported: The Messenger of Allah, peace and blessings be upon him, 
said:

Do not stand up as foreigners do to aggrandize one another.

Comments : This hadith states not to Stand up for Mushriqeens, Fasiq o Fajirs and 
munafiqs in order to enhance the reputation of their's due to their wealth, political 
power. 


Condition # 2 : When standing for someone prohibited or disliked

It is unlawful for one to like and desire people standing up for him to fulfill Desires of his 
Ego, Nafs and to fulfill or Show his Proudness infront of other Muslims , as the warning 
of the fire of hell is quite clear in the Hadith.

Comments on above hadith: As for the narration of Mu'awiya (Allah be pleased with 
him), it does not prohibit the act of standing up. It merely prohibits that one should 
like people to stand up for him when he meets with or passes by them. This is 
something that we also are in full agreement with. It is surely improper for one to 
desire that people stand up for him [due to proudness and nafs desires], thus the 
warning in the Hadith is quite clear. However, standing up for others is perfectly 
permissible. 

Condition # 3 : When standing for someone prohibited or disliked 

Due to humblenss the Prophet fit Didn’t like people standing for Him due to his 
humility . 

For example There are some Hadiths where Prophet * disliked for people to stand 
when he arrived due to setting an example of humility for us and not to force people 
standing for us due to our proudness or Ego . 


Anas ibn Malik reported:

Comments : This narration of Anas ibn Malik (Allah be pleased with him) in 
which the Messenger of Allah (Allah bless him & give him peace ) expressed his 
dislike for people to stand up for him was due to his humility and humbleness . 

It also gives a message to Muslim Ummah that we should Dislike that people stand 
up for us to save us from Proudness and Fitna of Nafs/Ego and so that humbleness 
can be created In us . The Companions (Allah be pleased with them all) at times 
refrained from standing up for him giving preference to his wish and desire over 
their love, but at times the love for the Messenger of Allah (Allah bless him & give 
him peace) would overcome his command (for it was out of humbleness) and they 
would stand up for him, as we have witnessed in the Hadith of Abu Huraira (Allah 
be pleased with him). 


There are also other narrations where the permissibility or desirability of standing up 
has been mentioned. The Prophet IS would stand up for his uncle Abbas (Allah be 
pleased with him), kiss him between his eyes and seat him on his right (al-Bukhari, Adab 
al-Mufrad). Prophet fit also stood up for Ikrima ibn Abi Jahl (leader of the Quraish) 

and Adi Ibn Hatim (leader of the tribe of Banu Tay) before they had accepted Islam. 


Imam Nawawi [rah] opinion on this issue 

In view of the numerous evidences found in the Sunnah on the permissibility of standing 
up, Imam al-Nawawi (Allah be pleased with him) compiled a whole treatise on this 
subject titled 'al-Rukhsa bi al-Qiyam' wherein he demonstrated that there is nothing 
wrong in standing up for a person whom one loves and respects. He interpreted the 
above narrations in the manner explained above. 

Imam Nawawi says: 

"This Hadith implies the desirability of respecting people of virtue (ahl al-fadhl) and 
standing up for them when they arrive. This is how the majority of the scholars 
establish the desirability (istihbab) of standing up. 

Qadhi lyadh said: "This standing up is not from that which is prohibited. The 
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prohibition is when one is seated whilst the rest remain standing throughout the period 
he is sitting". I (Nawawi) say: "Standing up when a person of virtue enters is 
desirable (mustahab), for it has been proven by many narrations, and there is no 
clear and authentic narration that prohibits it. I have gathered all of the relevant 
evidences with the statements of the Ulama in a short compilation and analysed the 
narrations that (apparently) indicate its impermissibility and Allah knows best."

[in Durr al-Mukhtar] 


The great Hanafi jurist, Imam al-Haskafi (Allah have mercy on him) states: 


"It is permissible rather recommended to stand up out of reverence for a person that 
enters. It is also permissible to stand, even for the one who is reciting the Qur'an, for 
a knowledgeable scholar." 


Allama Ibn Abidin (Allah have mercy on him) commentates on the above statement of 
al-Haskafi by stating: 


"Meaning when one is entitled to respect. It is stated in al-Qunya (m, name of a book) 
that to stand up in the Masjid out of respect for the one who enters and standing of 
a person engaged in the recitation of the Qur'an for a person out of respect is not 
disliked (makruh) if the one whom one is standing for is entitled to be shown respect. 
In Mushkil al-A'thar (m, name of a book) it is stated that standing up for another 
person is not disliked in itself, however what is disliked is that the one whom one 
stands up for desires people to stand up for him...Ibn Wahban said: "In our times it 
would be desirable (mustahab) to stand up, for not standing up may create enmity, 
hatred and hostility among people, especially in a place where people are accustomed 
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to standing up.

Conclusion : 


From above Several hadiths shown above we can conclude that 


► It is permissible, rather recommended, to stand up out of respect for the people of 
virtue which includes Sahabas [ra], Salafs, Awliyas [ra], Ulemas , Mashaikhs & 
Elders , such as a Quran or islamic teacher, religious scholars and the pious servants of 
Allah, as the Hadith of Sa'd indicates it. It is also recommended to stand up out of love 
for a beloved, such as one's parents, children, as we have seen in the practice of the 
Messenger of Allah (Allah bless him & give him peace) and Sayyida Fatima (Allah be 
pleased with her). 


► It is impermissible to stand up out of reverence (from the heart) for a Mushriq or a 
person who is not entitled to be shown respect such as a Fasiq o Fajir leader or Corrupt 
person or Arrogant sinner king or evil person . 

► It is unlawful for one to like and desire people standing up for him due serve his Ego , 
Nafs or to increase his proudness , as the warning of the fire of hell is quite clear in the 
Hadith. 


► If the one for whom one desires to stand up dislikes people standing up for him, then 
one may not stand up in conformance with his wish, although it is also permissible to 
stand up, for he dislikes it due to humbleness and humility.
